My Lords and Gentlemen, 
Zh «I He end of this Conference is to adviſe what is fit to be done for the 


23 Peace and Sccurity of the Kingdomes in relation to the King, and 
FJ how to diſpoſe of his Majeſties Perſon, which is a matter very tick» 
PA liſh, and ot molt high concernment ; and thry who would build ye- 
BY ry bigh, mult dig vi ry low for a firm foundation : And therefore I 
ſhall make bol4 ro delire, T hat what ever we reſolve upon concerning the Kings 
Majeſty, it may be done by joint advice and conſent of both Kingdoms, and that 
the Unity between the Kingdomes may be inviolzbly preſerved, as that wherein 
(next tro Gods prote&ion) the chiet ſtrength of both lies, which would be laid as 
a ground of our future debarts, And becauſe the purpoſe we are to ſpeak of is ye- 
ry grave and (ericus, I ſhall ſpeak of ic with that fincerity , as I wiſh my words 
were written with the beams of the Sun, and regiſtred to poſterity, that all the 
world might {cc the candor and integrity of our proceedings towards the King 
and our Brethren of England. And (15 1 had occafion once to exprelle in this place) 
ſo do I now ſay, T hat no man hath conſcience nor honour who will not remember 
our ſolemn League and Covenant,2s the {trong:it bond under heavea berween 
God and man, betwcen man and man, and between Nation and Nation,in which 
our Unity is founded upon Verity in a threefold relation 3 to God, tothe King, 
and amongſt our ſelves. The firit is the greateſt, and aſcends 2s high as hcaven : 
tor Religion,which hath its name a religano,unitcs us ro God himſelt : and fo long 
as he is in League with us, we need nor fear who be againſt us. Ler us therefore 
held fait our Uiiry in Religion,and beware of Toleration of all Religions, which 
zs the ready way to have none; for there is nothing more divine in God then Uni- 
tie, and nothing more Diabolicall in the Nivell then Diviſion, who therefore is 
known to the vulgar by his cloven foot to be the ſpirit of Divition, 

The next ground and relation of our Unity, is w:th the King, to whom we are 
bound (in the ſtrieſt bonds of loyall Subje&ion) by our Allegeance and Cove- 
nant,2s to one Head and Monarch : and therefore the faithfull endeavours of both 
Kingdoms ſhould (without wearying) be conftintly contributed, Thar we may be 
united ro kim by a happy and juſt Peace : For if one of the Kingdoms ſhall caſt 
oft the King, and the other bave a King; if the one ſhall make Peace with the 
King, and the other normake Peace, bur be ſtill at variance with him, it istobe 
feared,thit no-humane wit nor policie will be able ro keep the two Kingdoms long 
without a rupture 3 And if ic pleaſe God ſo ro incline the Kings heart, and direct 
the wiſdome of the Parliaments,as that the King and wee could make a happy a- 
greement, no power or policie can beable todivide us ; for, Qui conventunt uni 
tertio, conveniunt inzer ſe. 

þ The third ground and relation of our Unitie, is the conjunRion of the two 
Kingdoms, which hath been acknowledged to be ſo necellary and uſefull to _ 
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(34) 
That they have often declared, they would ſtand and fall, and (like Hzpporretes 
twins) live and dye together. And therefore, as we regard cur ſolemn Covenant 
with God Almighty,and tender the ſtanding and ſafery of the Kingdomes, ler us 
(with one heart and mind) joyn cuc Counſcls and Actions, That whatſoever we 
reſolve upon for our common Peace and Security in relation tothe King, and of 
each Kingdom to other,that it be done in zeal to Religion,in loyalty ro the King, 
and with unanimity amongſt our ſelves. And as the Pyrh:goreans did note the 
number of Two with the matk of infamy, as being the firſt number thar curſt part 
from Uui:y 3 ſo, which ſoever of the Kingdoms ſhall firſt violare the Unity which 
is bound up in our Covcnant, way apply it to themſclyes : L ur if we fiall adhere 
to that Unity which is builded upon the firm foundation of Verity, in cur relati» 
ens to Religion, the King, and amongſt cur ſelves, it will be a three-fold cord 
which is nat eafily broken ; and our Unity, I hope, ſhall be turned into an Identity, 
both Kingdorcs may be perfc&ly one. ; 
Having thus in the fult place laid a greund for Unity of Counſels and Reſoly, 
tiene, I ſhall in the next place humbly achre anc prot ft, That what-cver may be 
our Propolitions or Debates concerning the King, it be not miſ-conſtiy-d, as if 
one of the Kingdomes were impoſing conditicns upon the other,or that we are ab- 
ſov)urely weeded roany one defire more then to another 3 but that (all ſeverall 
r:2irs being araic:Lly debarcd and rightly pondered,) That which may ferve moſt 
fcx the ſafery, ſecurity and happineflc of the King and both £ingdomes, may be 
or1vely reſolved upon. And now | come to the Queſtion ir {<If, concerning ihe 
diſpoling of His Mai ſtics Perſon 3 firſt Negativ: ly, and then Potitively, Negs- 
rively,the Qu ftion is not of the power and authoritic of the Houſes of Parliament

wharz 15 ficteſt ro be done for the Peace and Secur.ty of both. And the relation of 
both Kinzcoms to his Majeſty, and of cach Kingdome to other being rightly con» 
ſidered, as he is King to both, as both are SubjeRs to Lim, as both are ingaged in 
the ſame Cauſe, and have been in the ſame War, and are laboring under the ſame 
Danger, are ſeeking the ſame Remedies, and ſhould have the ſame Security 3 we 
do hold, that the diſpoſing of the Kings Perſon doth nor properly belong to ary 
one of the Kingdomes, but joyntly to both. And afcer Scor/and hath ſuffered the 
hear of the dayar d winters cold, have forſsken their own peace for love of their 
Brethren, have ſct their own houſe on fire tro quench theirs: After ſo much expenſe 
of their blood in all the three Kingdomes, after we have gone along with you in 
all the harcſhip of this War, and (without vanity be it ſpoken) have been {o uſe- 
ſul in this Cauſe: And that the King hathcaſt himſelf into the hands of the Scor- 
riſh Army, and that by the blefſing of Ged upon the joynt indeayour of both 
Kingdoms we are come to the harbour of a peace ; We cannot expe&;that the ho- - 
nourable Houſes will think it agreeable with conſcience or honour,or with the ju- 


ſtice of the Houſes, that the Perſon of the King ſhould be diſpoſed of by them as 
they ſhall chink fir, or by any one of the kingdoms alone ; but that what ever ſhall 
be reſolved in this, may be done by joyne adyice of both, as may ſerve moſt for the

peace, ſecurity, and happincſle of both Kingdoms, 
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The Lord Charcellour of Scotland bis ſecond Speech : At a Conference in the Þ gjneed 
Chamber, with a Committee of both Houſes, Otob. 6. 1646. 


AT cur laſt meeting in this conference, your Lordſhips did afſert the Vote of the 
Houſes , That the Perlon of the King thould be Liſoſed on 2s the two Houſes 
ſhall think fit : And we did hold, that the King, who is the Head and Monarch of 
both Kingdomes, ought not to be dilpoſcd of by any one of the Kingdoms , bur by 
joynt advice of both, as might ſerve moſt for the peace, happineſſe, and ſecurity of 
his Majeſty and both kingdoms, which we fortified with (everall arguments from 
the intereſts and relations which both K ingdoms have cqually to the King,and from 
the covenant and treaty between the Kingdoms , as the beſt way to preſerve our 
Unity. But fince your Lordihips do adhere to the Vote of the Houlcs, as that which 
you cannot part from, We do humbly defire,that your Lordihips may be pleaſed (in 
time convenicnt,at the clofc of this conference) to report the difference of our judge= 
ment t9 the honourable Houſes, who upon better reaſons both may, and (we hope} 
will take their Vote into further conſideration : And fo with reſerration of our 
judgement, that the dilpcling of his Majcſtics perſon doth belong to both 3 and 
not to any one of the Kingdoms, cſpecially in fuch a jun&ure of affairs , as both 
Kingdoms ſtand engaged in this cauſe ; I ſhall deſcend particularly how the Kings 
Perion ſhould be diſpoſcd of to the belt advantage of both Kingdoms , and for at= 
taining ſuch a happy pezce as all good men ſhould deſire, Bur cit we ſhould walke 
in the dark upon obicurity cf ambigucus words , 1 ſhall defire that the word of 
diſpoſing of the Kings perſon may be rightly underſtood, and the true ſenſe of ic 
may be clearly known : For, Do's verſarur in unjver(alibus, For, To diſroſe of the Kings 
perſon, as beah +: ouſes, 07 bu1h King ems ſhall think fit, may in ſome ſenſe be to depole, 
or worſe : But bccauſe the word [Diſpoſe] may admit a more benigne interpretati= 
on , as when mcn commit their eſtates and children, or that which is deareſt to 
them to be diipcſed of, (which is but to be adviſed) by theſe who have neareſt re- 
lation to them, and in whom they repoſe moſt trult ; I ſhall ſpeak of the diſpoſing 
of his Majcſt:cs royal perſon in that ſenſe, (which T hope) 1s alſo the ſenſe of the 
Houſcs. Nor do I know any other way how his Majeſties perſon can be dilpoſed of, 
but thet he be put cither under reſtraint , or þe at freedom with honour and ſafety. 
As for the way cf reſtraint,I look upon it as it looks upon us,as a remedy more dan- 
gerous then the diſcaſe, & as a mean to draw the war of forain Kings upon us (eſpc- 
cially the Prince being in cthcr Kingdoms) rather then to quiet our troubles ar 
home. And ther cforc Popofin that none of the Kingdoms will take any way con- 
ccrning his Majctics perſon, = ſuch as may conſiſt with duty and honour , and 
which may lefſen,and nor encreaſe our troubles,1 ſhall lay afide the way of reſtrainr, 
and ſpeak of the way which may be with freedom, honour and ſafety, which can be 
no ther, but that his Majeſty ſhall go into Sc«t'and, or come to his Parliament 
kere, or ſome of his houſes near-abours, 

His going into Scotland is full of dangers and inconveniencies to both King- 
doms : The Amalek:tes are nor yer driven out of that L and. T he bloody barbarcus 
Iriſk, banded with a wicked crew of Malignants, poſlcfſe the mountains and high- 


lands, which are the ſtrong holds, and. never conquered parts of that ma, 
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way 42 | 
They have not laid down arms, but keep in a body together, and they are ſo near 
Treland, as the Forces of the Rebels there may in two or three houres ſpace come 
over and joyn with them : and (Scotland) not being able to keep an1 entertain 
Armies long, the King being there, may raiſe ſuch forces in Scor/an4, as may make 
way quickly into Englend. And: therefore his Majeſties going into Scotlaxd (before 
our peace be ſctled) being of moſt dangerous conſequence to both Kingdoms, I 
ſhall humbly offer to your Lordihips conſideration his Majeſtics comming to Lon- 
don, or ſome of his houſes hereabouts , as the moſt probable way to procure a ipeedy 
and happy agreement , which is alſo his Majeſties own defire in his Anſwer to the 
Propoſitions. And although no perſwalion of ours could preyaile to procure a more 
ſatisfa&ory anſwer for the time, then what is returned to the Houſes of Parliament, 
yet (1 —* ths your Lord:hips) that the Committee of Eſtates of the Parliament of 
Scotland, and rhe Noblemen, who were at Neweeftle, did faithfully contribute their 
beft endcavours , that his Majcſty might have given his allent to the Propolitions : 
And, as we did then deliver our minds with that plainnefle and freedom which was 
fit for faithfull and loyal Subje&s . with no lefſe regard to this Kingdom, then our 
own Nation ; ſo are we now (with the ſame candor and tendernelle of affe&ion) 
willing and ready to concurre with the honomable Houſes in every thing which may 
promote the great work of <cformation ; and ſettle Religion according to the Co- 
venaut with a well grounded peace. And for thele ends, we defre, that his Maye- 
Kies anſwer may be improved to the beſt adyantage of the publick. 
For albeit the King hath nor given a preſent aflent to the Propoſitions , yet he 
kath not jn his anſwer refuſed them ; but doth promiſe, That he will cheerfully 
rant and givc his afſent unto all-ſuch Bils (at the defire of the two Houlcs) and rea» 
Pnable demands for Scotland, which ſhall be really for the good and peace of his 
people : 'To which end he defireth and propoſcth, that he may come to London (or 
any of his houſes thercabouts) upon ſecurity, That he jhall be there with honour, 
freedorge, and fafery, as the beſt expedient to procure a happy agreement between 
his Majcity and his Parliament , which we delire may be weighcd in the ballance 
of rizhtcous judgement, as a buſinefſe of the greateſt conſequence which can fall 
within humane conſideration , and wherein the glory of God is molt concerned of 
2ny buſincſſe under heaven. For upon a bleſſed agreement berween the King and 
his Parliament, Religion and Righteouſnelſe, 'T ruth and Peace, which are the 
compend and height of all happincfſe will be eſtabliſhed, to the eternall fame and 
gloty of great Britain, and the great comfort of all the Proteſtant churches ; 
And upon our diſagreement , all the calamitics of a bloody and unnaturall war, 
will þc continucd, and nothing heard nor ſeen in church nor State but contuſion, 
God hath brought both Kingdomes through the ſurges and waves of 2 boiſterous 
tempeſt, into the harbour of a peace, and hath ſcattercd moſt part of our Enemies, & 
RoW our work is how to come a={hoarc, & cſtablih a right peace. I hope. it is as far 
from our defires and intentions as it is againſt our Covenent and Profeſſions , to 
change tundamenca!l government, We have need to take heed-that we run not from 
one extream into another 3 Dum ftults vitant vitia, in contraria currunt : Therefore 
our ſtudy would be how to cu:c the wound which our fins and the evill counſels of 
ethers have made between the King and his Parliament to make up the breach, and 
wot make it wider, 


; bk hack been univerſally acknowledged, That the Kings removall from his Par- ' 
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liarnent is the immediate and chiefe caule cf all the war, mil, chiefe, and ca/ami- 
ties of the kingdomes : Then bis Majefties preſence id joyning with his Parlia- 
ment muſt be the belt, if got the onely remedy to remove our troubles, for it is a

dence between bim and his Parliament : If the laſt were done, the fit v;.u!d ſoog 
be performed, and all thoſe mountaincs of difficulties wou'd cakily be reifoyed, 
and become valleys. 

Your Commiſſioners had no power to give any r*aſons ,no not {ſo much as ell 
what is the meaning of any of your demands , nor hexrkento 3ny dire of the 
Kings , And certainly ſome things might be juſt'y moved by kis MajcRty , whick 
are ncceflary for the Crowne and a well grounded Peace, 25, Tha: 5+ may have 
his Reveauzs, That he may returne wita honour and ſafety to his crowae and go; 
vernment ; And if the King were with bis Pacliamcat , where hee migti:t both give 
ard receive ſatt:fation, he might with reaſon be convinced , to aflegt to what 
ROW Concelves to be unreaſonable. 

The making of a peace, is {> great and glorious a worke , and ſo acceptable 
all good men, and to the whol- people , that it would (after ſo great trouble) be 
like raine to the rew mowne gratle, or like a reſitrre tion frem the dead , and is a 
wot ke worthy of a Kings prelence: And the King may without arrogancy defire 
that glory to himlelfe, the more to reingratiate him to his people, aad not devolve 
that konour wholly to any other, wherein he himſelfe ought ro be the prime Actor?! 
And therefore the Kings preſence with his Parliament is the macit probable way to 
attaine toa ſſeey and blelied peace, which certainly will be the more durable, if 
it be with the good liking of both fides.

Now he hath none of theſe azainft you, And his deſire of coming to bis Parliz- 
ment, cannot be but with reiolution to agree and ſtay with you, for if he were 
once with you, where can he go from you ? And if they wereeſt-emed enemies to 
the Parliament ard the peace of the kingdoms, who adviſed the King to withdraw 
from his Parliament, what eftimation will the world bave ofth:m, who will not 
ſafer bim to returne to his Parliament, whea he offers to caſt himſeife in your 
armes ? Nor can there be a more reall teftimony of our reſpe& and affeRion to 
England, then that we deſire he may be with you, and be adviſed by you,neirher can 
you have any greater honcur, then that (after you hatie difſipated your Enemies) 
bis Majeſty 1s willing to returne to you, And if fo kind an«fer ſhall be reſuſed, 
and the King driven to deſpaire, it 1s to be feared, thele kingdomes wil! be inyol- 
ved in greater difficu'ties then ever, and we ſhil be driven out of the harbour and 
entrance of a peace, into the tempeſt of new and bloudy wars. 

For although Scotland be mcit willing and defirous that the King ſh-uld retura 
to bis Parliament wich honour , ſaf:ty, and treedom , and that he may remaine 
where his perſonal preſer.ce may ſerve moſt for the ſecurity and happincſle cf bis 
people ; yet if any ſuch courſe ſhall be raken,or any demand made f.r rendring of 
his perſon, which cannot ſtand with his honour and ſafety, or which cannot con- 
Gift with our duty, allegeance ard Covenant,nor with the honour of that Army, to 
whom (in time of his extreme danger) he had his recourſe tor ſafety ; i: cannot be 
expeRed that we can be capable of ſo baſe an At. And if (to ſhun this, 2nd avoid 
occaſion of quarrelling between the Kiog 'ome-+) he ſhall go to Scorlard, and re- 
ſent his expulſion out of England,and crave the afliitance of that kingdone,for re. 
covery of his right to his crowne 3 He may in a ſhorttime raiſe tuch Forces in 
Scotland and Ireland , as with the affiſtance of Foraine Princes, theſe kingdomes 
may be made a field of bloud, and the youpgeſt amongſt us ncr live to lee the end 
of theſe unnaturall wars. But if the preſeut opportunity be wiſely mannaged, and 
that we maintain the juſt priviledges of Parliament and liberty of the Sabjc& in 
both kingdomeer, with that wiſdome and diſcretion , as that may be givcn to God 
which is Gods, and to Caſes what is Caſars,if we feare God 20d the Ktng,and doe 
not meddle with th'm who are given to change, That ſame divine providence ard 
wiſdome which hath broug'\t us through many d fficulries , will alſo teach vs how 
to eſtabliſh theſe kingdomes in peace, and the Kings Throne in righteouſneſſe, 
That tbe great blefling of 2 conftane and friendly corjunRion of the ewo king- 
domes (now united by allegeance and loyal] ſubj-&ion to one Soveraigue and 
Head) thay be firmly obſer1el and continued to all poſterity,

o which we ſhall not need to make any reply other then we have made already, 1 har 
he Kings pceſent rehdence in England, nor no locality, can take away the reality of 
ur relations formerly mentioned by us, far Icfle can it take away the eng1gements 
d itipulations between the kingdoms; and though the Scottiſh a'my be paid by the 
Parliament of Englend, yct they are the Army of cotland, railc4 for purſuance of the 
nds of the (ovenant, and arc to be ordercd ang dirc&cd by the Parliaments or ccm- 
nittees of both kingdoms : and therefore they cannot with conſcience, duty, nor 
jonour, dcliver the perſon of the King without his own conſent, to be diſpoſed of as 
he two Houſes 11:21] think fit : but we have declarcd,and do till declare, that we arc 
ontent that the perſon of the King be diſpoſed of ( the word Diipoſed being taxen 
in a right ſenic) as may ſerve moſt for the peace, (atety, ſecurity, honour and happi= 
neſle of the King and both kingdoms : and did offer to your Lordi}:ips confideration 
is Majefites comming to or necr Lender, as the moſt probable means to procu: e 1 
ſpeedy and well-grounded peace, And ſeeing your Lordihips have done us the ho- 
nour to mect wich us in this free and brotherly conference,we do expect that you wil 
concur and affent to this propoition, or propound a better expedient for the good of 
both kingdoms. Pur if the honourable houſes will not admit of this propolition, ou: 
next deſire, is (that it may appear, no lawfull and poſsible means are I-ft unaſſayed 
which may pr0cu:2 4 happy agreement berwixt the King & his Paziamca:3, and tor 
our further cxonezation) that Commilſsioners may yet once more be {ent trom bc tk 
Kingdoms to his Majeſty, to ſhew the meaning of our Propoſitions & to afſert them, 
and to hear the Kings doubts, & difficulties, and deſires, who may turther intimate, 


that (if his Majeſty thall not vive a ſatisfactory anſwer to the propoſitions) then both

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Kingdoms will without making, any ſuch further application to him,take ſuch cou”. 
as they ſhall judge fitteſt for the peace and ſecurity of the kingdoms. A 
And as at the opening of this conference, 1 did begin with an humble,lawfull 


laudable defire for unity in relation to Religion,the King,and amengſt our ſelves;(F*:: 


ſhal I cloſe in the ſame diale&, For the firſt of Rdigion,it we do remember our yo 
to God to perform them, and ſhall endeavour really, conſtantly, and fincerely, th 
reformation of religion, and uniformity accor4ing to our Covenant,we may certainly 
expe that God will crown this great work, wherein he hath honored us to be a&o 
with his bleſsing ; but if in place of uniformity, which we are obliged to endeayo 
there ſhall be a toleration of all ſe&s and ſorts of religion, and if we negle& 
build rhe houſe of God,and become inſolent upon our ſucceiles 3 although we could 
mount up with Eagles wings, and build our neſts as high as the ſtaries, and had aff 
army who for valour and ſtrength could march to Conſtantineple, God thall lay 6 
glory low in the duſt, and ſuffer the work to fall in our hands, like the confulon off 
Bahcl, And whatever hath been moved by us concerning the Kiig, we dehire it may? 
be rightly conſtrued,as proceeding from ſuch as have not wavered from their fir 
principles 3 for when the Ring was in the height of his power, we did not, and 
(1 hope) never ſhall flatter him 3 and when the enemy was in the height of theiff 
ride and ſtrength, Sc:tland did fcar no colours : and now when the X72 is at hi 
het ebbe, and hath caſt himſelf into our army for ſafety, we hope you: L ordthipf 
will pardon ns from our ſenſe of honour and duty to be very tender ct the perſon 
and poſtcrity of the King, to whom we have ſo many neer relations, and net like the 
worſc of us : that we cannot ſo far forget our allegiance and duty, as not to havearf 
antipathy againſt the change of Monarchical government, in which we have liyed 
through the deſcent of ſo many Kings, and under which both kingdoms have bee 
governed ſo many ages, and flouriſhed in all happinciſe. And now my laſt wor 


thall be for conſtant unity between the kingdoms, which as it hath beca the chieff®* 


means to promote the great work wherein both kingdoms are ſo deeply engaged, 
th. re is nothing, can make us ſo formidable to cur enemics, nor ſo much aiding one 
to another, as the cheriſhing and continuing thereof ; and I dare ſay that no manff 


would divide the one from the other, but ſuch as defire to fiſh in troubled waters | 


and are recall enemies to both. God hath bleſt the joint endeavours of both Nati. f* 
ens; both are in one ſhip, and arc come through a very great ſtorm ; and now whes 
we arc come into the harbour, it would be great ſham« to both to ſplir upon the rocks 
of divifion (0 devorats bove deficere incaula) and your Lordihips may be confident}®* 
that Scot/an1, who have eſteemed no hazard too great for ling of Religion and 
love to their Brethren, will ſtick fo faſt and firmly to you (fo long as you hold the 
principles of your Cover.44t) as ne fear nor fayour will ever be ablc to divide them 
trom you, and we do expect that reciprocal amity which may perpetuate our unity,
